Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Urban  District  for  the 
year  ended  the  31st  December,  1969. 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  population  stands  at 
16,360,  an  increase  of  60  over  that  for  the  year  1968. 

Live  births  registered  during  the  year  numbered  245  an  increase 
of  16  on  the  1968  registrations.  Still  Births  recorded  during  the  year 
numbered  6 an  increase  of  2 on  last  year’s  figures.  Deaths  during  the 
year  numbered  258  (129  Males  and  129  Females),  an  increase  of  6 on 
the  1968  figures. 

Deaths  from  heart  diseases  and  disease  associated  with  the  heart, 
85;  vascular  lesions  caused  42  deaths,  and  cancer  of  all  sites  caused  40 
deaths.  Deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus  numbered  7, 
6 Males  and  1 Female,  an  increase  of  6 on  last  year’s  figures. 

A total  of  8 notifications  of  infectious  diseases  were  recorded  (as 
against  69  notifications  recorded  during  1968)  made  up  as  follows; 
Measles  2,  1 Opthalmia  Neonatorum,  3 Dysentry,  1 Food  Poison- 
ing, 1 Meningitis. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  18  for  England  and  Wales  was  again 
the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  this  country. 

It  is  worth  remembering  that  the  enquiry  in  1964  by  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service  published  in  the  British  Medical  Journal 
showed  that  1 in  15  persons  suffering  from  measles  developed  a 
potentially  serious  complication,  and  that  4 per  1,000  suffered  from 
neurological  disturbance  (in  a quarter  of  whom  there  was  evidence  of 
impaired  consciousness  or  encephalitis).  Against  this  must  be  set  the 
growing  volume  of  evidence  that  currently  available  measles  vaccines 
are  relatively  free  from  serious  adverse  reactions.  Local  health 
authorities’  returns  show  that  1,117,268  children  were  given 
measles  vaccine  in  England  and  Wales  between  the  beginning  of  the 
campaign  in  May  1968  and  the  end  of  December  1969.  Over  the  slightly 
longer  period  from  May  1968  until  the  end  of  April  1970,  the  number 
of  reactions  to  measles  vaccine  reported  totalled  273. 
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It  is  hoped  that  these  figures  clearly  show  the  benefit  of  measles 
vaccination,  and  that  everyone  will  support  efforts  to  ensure  its 
general  use  for  all  susceptible  children  up  to  and  including  the  age 
of  15. 

I have  once  again  Lady  and  Gentlemen,  to  place  on  record  my 
thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee,  to 
Dr.  Morgan,  the  County  Medical  Officer,  to  the  General  Practition- 
ers, Health  Visitors,  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  and  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector  and  other  Chief  Officers  for  their  support  and 
assistance,  and  to  the  staff  of  the  Department  for  their  untiring 
efforts  during  the  year.

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Tuberculosis. 

During  1969,  one  case  of  Tuberculosis  (Respiratory)  was 
notified.  There  were  no  deaths  from  this  disease  during  1969. 

B.C.G.  Vaccination. 

The  two  schemes  in  operation,  that  is  the  scheme  administered 
by  the  Chest  Physician  on  the  one  hand,  and  the  County  Council 
Scheme  on  the  other,  continued  to  operate  throughout  the  year. 
The  Scheme  administered  by  the  Chest  Physician  is  limited  to 
children  who  have  been  in  contact  with  cases  of  Respiratory  Tuber- 
culosis and  the  County  Council  Scheme  is  for  school  children  of  the 
age  of  13  years  and  upwards.  Visits  were  made  to  a Grammar 
School  and  a Secondary  Modern  School  in  the  Urban  District 
during  the  year,  and  children  receiving  skin  tests  were  vaccinated 
with  B.C.G.  if  this  was  found  necessary  on  subsequent  inspection. 

Diphtheria  and  Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

No  case  of  diphtheria  has  been  notified  in  this  district  since 
1946  and  no  case  occurred  during  the  year  under  review. 

I am  indebted  to  Dr.  J.  B.  S.  Morgan,  the  County  Medical 
Officer,  who  has  kindly  supplied  the  following  details  regarding 
Diphtheria  Immunisations  carried  out  during  the  year  in  this 
district. 

Record  cards  received  during  the  year  in  respect  of  children 
immunised  during  that  year. 

Primary  Immunisation  ....  ....  ....  270 

Booster  Injections  ....  ....  ....  ....  319 

This  gives  an  increase  of  15  on  primary  immunisation  and  a 
decrease  of  48  on  the  booster  injections  as  compared  with  last  year’s 
figures. 

Poliomyelitis  and  Poliomyelitis  Vaccination. 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  once  again  to  report  that  no  confirmed 
cases  of  Poliomyelitis  occurred  in  the  district  during  the  year,  but 
freedom  from  infection  can  only  be  maintained  if  parents  continue 
to  bring  their  children  for  vaccination. 

Immunisation  Against  Whooping  Gough  and  Tetanus. 

Arrangements  for  immunisation  against  these  two  complaints 
are  available  through  the  Derbyshire  County  Council  and  the  same 
arrangements  remained  in  force  through  the  year.  Injections  are 
given  at  the  County  Council  Clinic  or  by  the  General  Practitioners 
and  booster  doses  are  given  after  the  recommended  interval  has  elapsed . 
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NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948— SECTION  47. 
NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  (AMENDMENT)  ACT,  1951. 

These  two  Acts  give  authority  to  secure  necessary  care  and 
attention  for  persons  who  : 

(a)  are  suffering  from  grave  chronic  disease,  or  being  aged  and 
infirm  or  physically  incapacitated  are  living  in  insanitary 
conditions,  and 

{b)  are  unable  to  devote  to  themselves,  and  are  not  receiving 
from  other  persons  proper  care  and  attention. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  any  formal  action  under 
these  Acts  during  the  year. 

EXFOLIATIVE  CYTOLOGY  (Commonly  Called  Smear 
Tests  for  Cancer  of  the  Neck  of  the  Womb). 

Derbyshire  County  Council  accepts  the  value  of  exfoliative 
cytology  in  the  early  diagnosis  of  cancer  of  the  cervix  of  the  uterus, 
and  since  the  29th  June,  1964,  the  County  Health  Committee  has 
agreed  to  some  of  their  medical  staff  collecting  smears  for  cyto- 
logical  examination  at  certain  County  Council  Clinics,  and  these 
facilities  are  now  available  at ; — 

Belper  Clinic,  Field  Lane,  Belper. 

Derby  Clinic,  Cathedral  Road,  Derby. 

Matlock  Clinic,  Lime  Grove  Walk,  Matlock. 

Ripley  Clinic,  Derby  Road,  Ripley.

Visitor  at  any  of  these  Clinics. 

SUPERANNUATION  ACTS,  1937/1953. 

During  the  year  a total  of  14  medical  examinations  were 
carried  out  on  members  of  the  staff  prior  to  their  being  admitted 
to  the  Superannuation  and  Sick  Pay  Schemes.  Of  this  number, 
5 were  office  staff  and  9 were  manual  workers. 

CANCER. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  of  all  sites  during  the  year 
was  40,  3 less  than  last  year,  making  up  15.5%  of  all  deaths. 
Deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus  numbered  7,  a 
decrease  of  6 compared  with  1968. 

HOSPITAL  SERVICES. 

Cases  of  Tuberculosis  requiring  admission  to  hospital  are 
referred  to  the  Chest  Physician,  Chest  Centre,  Green  Lane,  Derby 
(Telephone  No.  Derby 47866),  and  maybe  admitted  to  the  Derwent 
Hospital,  Draycott  Hospital  or  Walton  Hospital,  Chesterfield. 

Cases  of  other  infectious  diseases  occurring  in  the  district  may 
be  removed  to  the  Derwent  Hospital,  Derby. 

All  admissions  and  discharges  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases 
including  Tuberculosis,  are  notified  to  me  as  the  District  Medical 
Officer  of  Health.

The  following  observations  as  to  water  supplies  have  been 
received  from  Mr.  I.  G.  Edwards,  Engineer  and  General  Manager 
of  the  South  Derbyshire  Water  Board. 


(а)  The  water  supply  to  the  area  has  been  adequate  in  quantity 
and  generally  satisfactory  in  quality. 

(б)  Regular  examination  is  made  of  both  raw  and  treated 
waters.  A total  of  94  bacteriological,  5 chemical  and  130 
partial  chemical  samples  were  taken  during  the  year,  both 
at  the  works  and  from  various  points  in  the  Urban  District. 
Of  the  94  bacteriological  samples,  2 indicated  the  presence 
of  coliforms.  Further  check  samples  indicated  coliform-free 
waters. 

The  supply  to  the  area  is  derived  mainly  from  the  following 
two  sources  : — 

Fluorides

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Belper  Urban  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  to  present  my  Annual  Report  dealing  with  the  work  carried 
out  by  my  Department  during  1969. 

During  this  twelve  months,  3,088  recorded  enquiries  were  made 
at  the  Department,  1,880  of  these  in  connection  with  Health  matters 
and  1,208  with  Housing. 

A study  of  the  statistics  recorded  show  how  varied  the  work  in 
the  Department  has  been  and  whilst  there  are  no  spectacular  items, 
this  signifies  the  steady  hard  work  put  into  prevention  rather  than 
remedy  in  all  matters  concerning  health  hazards.  In  these  days  of 
uncertainty  concerning  the  future  of  Local  Government  and  particu- 
larly the  smaller  Authorities,  long  term  planning  is  difficult  and  it  is 
my  hope  that  a settled  position  will  not  be  too  long  delayed.  In  the 
meantime,  the  question  of  Council  Depots,  Refuse  Freighters  designed 
to  cover  a growing  Urban  District,  disposal  sites  and  the  essential  lay- 
out to  deal  with  recreation  facilities,  the  size  of  Warden  supervised 
Housing  Schemes  and  many  other  services  depend  on  the  finances  and 
areas  covered.  If  there  is  to  be  amalgamation  of  smaller  Authorities, 
whether  it  is  on  a one-tier  or  two -tier  or  any  other  basis,  this  must 
affect  decisions  for  the  future,  if  money  is  to  be  spent  in  a truly 
economic  manner. 

Comparison  with  my  report  for  the  previous  year  shows:  (1)  An 
increase  in  the  number  of  dustbins  to  be  emptied  each  week,  but  a 
reduction  in  the  average  weight  per  bin.  (2)  An  increase  in  the  income 
from  salvage  which  has  been  largely  balanced  by  an  increase  in  wages 
and  costs  with  an  overall  result  in  £30  less  expenditure  over  income. 
(3)  Fewer  animals  were  slaughtered  in  the  local  Slaughter  Houses  due 
to  butchers  buying  more  meat  off  the  “hook”.  (4)  A greater  weight  of 
unsound  food  (almost  double)  was  condemned  from  shops,  largely  due 
to  the  increased  trade  by  Super  Markets  and  food  shops  in  the  area. 
(5)  The  number  of  applicants  for  housing  under  the  “points”  scheme 
was  reduced  by  approximately  30%  to  a total  of  99,  but  the  number 
of  old  age  applicants  for  bungalows  remained  similar  at  93.  (6)  There 
was  an  increase  in  disinfestation  of  premises  from  54  to  83.

Sampling  of  Milk  and  other  Foods. 

During  the  year  the  following  articles  were  brought  to  the 
Health  Department  and  a full  investigation  was  carried  out  in 
each  case. 


July,  1969 — Black  particles  in  bread — Bakers  notified  of  complaint 
and  sample  submitted  for  analysis.  Investigations  carried  out 
by  County  Analyst’s  Department,  no  further  action  was 
proposed. 

July,  1969 — Insect  in  Corned  Beef — submitted  for  analysis — there 
was  correspondence  with  the  Canners  of  this  produce  because 
the  complainant  denied  being  contacted  by  the  Canners.  The 
County  Analyst  Department  thoroughly  investigated  this 
complaint  and  a caution  was  issued. 

October,  1969 — Mouldy  Cornish  Pasty — purchased  within  the 
Urban  District  Area,  an  outside  authority  submitted  sample 
for  analysis.  Complainant  was  not  prepared  to  support  legal 
action  and  the  retailer  was  cautioned. 

December,  1969 — Contrary  in  chocolate  bar — submitted  for  analysis 
investigations  carried  out  by  the  County  Analyst  and  no 
further  action  was  proposed. 

In  addition,  I am  indebted  to  Mr.  J.  Markland,  N.Sc.,  F.R.I.C., 
the  County  Analyst  for  the  following  report. 

82  samples,  including  26  milks,  were  taken  under  the  above 
Act  in  the  area  of  the  Belper  Urban  District  during  the  year  1969. 

Two  samples  of  Untreated  milk  were  classed  as  unsatisfactory. 
One  contained  a trace  of  added  water  and  one  was  deficient  in  fat. 
Caution  notices  were  issued. 

A sample  of  Aspirin  Tablets  was  slightly  deficient  in  Aspirin. 
No  further  stock  of  this  particular  brand  was  available  for  a formal 
sample.
